T h e firs t te n a m e n dm e n ts to th e C o n stitu tio n , th e 
Bill o f R ig hts, a re to be h o n o re d o n M o nday w h en th ey 
beco m e 161 y e a rs o ld. T h ey w ere m ade p a rt o f th e 
C o n stitu tio n o n D ecem ber 15, 179 1, tw o y ears a n d th re e 
m o n th s a fte r C o ng ress su bm itte d th e m to th e sta te s 
fo r ra tific a tio n . 
T h ey are to be co nsidered a n in te g ra l p a rt o f th e 
C o n stitu tio n becau se th a t do cu m e n t w o u ld pro bably 
h av e failed o f a c c epta n ce if th e Im m ediate a dditio n 
o f a Bill o f R ig h ts h a dn ’t been pro m ised. T w o o th e r 
a m e n dm e n ts w ere pro pased alo ng w ith these 10 bu t 
fell by th e w ay side in th e s ta te leg islatu res—o n e o n 
th e ra tio o f re pre se n ta tiv e s to po pu latio n a n d a n o th e r 
o n c h an g es in th e ir salarie s. 
T h e Bill o f R ig h ts g o es all th e w ay back to M ag na 
C a rta in 1215. A ltho u g h th is prim a rily pro te c ted th e 
baro n s fro m th e king , it also g av e c e rta in g u a ra n tie s 
to th e co m m o n peo ple—su ch a.s freedo m fro m being 
m o lested ex cept by th e law o f th e la n d (w hich becam e 
"du e pro cess o f law ” i, th e .'^eeds o f a ju ry sy stem , lim its 
o n seizu re o f la n d fo r debts, im pa rtia l ju stic e in 
u n brlbed co u rts. 
F u rth e r freedo m o f 
th e In div idu al fro m

o ppressio n w as pro claim ed in P a rlia m e n t’s P e titio n o f 
R ig h ts in 1628 . T h e rig h t o f h a be a s co rpu .s w as e sta b­ 
lish ed by 1679 , an d in 168 9 cam e th e BUI o f R ig h ts by 
th a t n a m e in E ng lan d. 
F reedo m o f th e press w as n o t specifically inclu ded, 
bu t cam e in 169 5 w hen P a rlia m e n t refu sed to pro lo ng 
th e licensing a c ts by w hich th e g o v ern m en t co n tro lled 
pu blicatio n s. 
T h e rig h t o f a.ssem bly becam e e s ta b­ 
lish ed becau se n o t pro h ibited by th e co m m o n law 
So m e in div idu al rig h ts h a d been g u a ra n te e d in th e 
o rig in a l C o n stitu tio n —h a be a s co rpu s. Ju ry tria l, ban 
o n ex po st fa c to law s, no relig io u s qu alific a tio n s fo r 
o ffice, etc.— bu t tho se w ere n o t co nsidered su fficien t.

o thers call fo r liv er, fo lic acid, o r 
v itam in B12.

so readily av ailable they u su ally 
are started lo ng befo re an attem pt 
is m ade to detect the cau se o f the 
blo o d diso rder. This is u nfo rtu nate 
becau se it m ay spell the difference 
betw een cu re and taking medicine 
o r "sho ts” fo r y ears to co me. 
D r. Hu g h Je te r o f Oklaho m a City 
had been treating an elderly , ane­ 
m ic wo man fo r so me tim e and 
o ne day she telepho ned to apo lo g ize 
fo r her inability to keep an ap­ 
po intm ent becau se she w as hav ing 
"o ne o f tho se no sebleeds." 
This 
statem ent aro u sed the cu rio sity o f 
the phy sician and when the wo man 
cam e in the nex t tim e he qu estio n­ 
ed her o n the frequ ency o f the 
no sebleeds. She to ld him they had 
been a daily o ccu rrence fo r sev eral 
y ears. 


On ex am ining her m edical reco rd 
the iihy sician fo u nd th at the patient 
had been asked abo u t hem o rrhag es 
any w here in her bo dy and she had 
replied in the neg ativ e. When co n­ 
fro nted with the co nflicting state­ 
m ents she said it nev er o ccu rred 
to her th at a no sebleed w as a 
hem o rrhag e. 
The bleeding spo t 
was lo cated and cau terized and 
her anem ia disappeared. 
If the 
cau se o f her anem ia had no t been 
fo u nd and elim inated, 
treatm ent 
m ig ht hav e been abo u t as effectiv e 
as try ing to fill a bu cket with 
w ater befo re plu g g ing the ho le m 
the bo tto m. 
A 
bleeding ‘hem o rrho id finally 
so lv ed a m y sterio u s a n e m i^ in an 
acqu aintance o f mine. 
She had 
been taking iro n tablets and liv er 
injectio ns fo r sev eral y ears bu t 
had been to o em barrassed to dis­ 
cu ss her rectal sy m pto m . 
W'hen 
we finally co nv inced her th at the 
two co nditio ns m ig ht be related 
she co nsented to hav e the hem o r­ 
rho id rem o v ed and the pro cedu re 
no t o nly reliev ed an anno y ance bu t 
cu red her anem ia. 


Mo st o f the iro n co ntained in 
the hemo g lo bin o f the blix x l co mes 
o rig inally fro m the fo o d we eat. 
In this respect, a fau lty diet m ay 
be respo nsible, especially am o ng 
tho se who do no t co nsu m e fo o ds 
rich in iro n, su ch as m eat. 
The 
ideal candidate is the petite y o u ng 
lady who is m o re co ncerned with 
her fig u re and so cial po sitio n than 
with her health. 
A cu p o f co ffee 
fo r breakfast and a dainty sand­ 
wich and a co ke at no o n u su ally is 
all she will lake u ntil the ev ening 
m eal. 
No wo nder she lo o ks pale, 
feels u nder par, and beco m es ad­ 
dicted to an iro n to nic to m ake 
h er feel better.

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Dual-Purpose Defense Plants 


Beyond the im m ediate m ilitary and production 
problem s 
presented 
by 
the 
K orean 
hostilities, 
P resident-to-be Eisenhower and Defense S ecretary-to- 
be i harle.s E. Wilson, form er president of the G eneral 
M otors C orporation, presum ably have been going over 
plans for a national industrial reserve. ' Automobile 
C harley” Wilson is known to favor dual-purpose plants, 
capable of 
m anufacturing 
defense 
goods, 
civilian 
goods, or both. 
T he G eneral M otors p lan t a t K ansas City, ‘ is 
rapidly approaching concurrent production of F-84F 
Republic T h u n d erjet fighter planes and autom obiles,” 
according to J. F. Gordon, a GM vice president. G or­ 
don has cited the plant as the type of dual-purpose 
facility advocated by Wilson w hen GM president. 
The K ansas City plant had been built during 
World W ar II for the m anufacture of B-25 N orth 
A m erican bombers 
Subsequently, GM had rented the 
p la n t for assembly of three m akes of automobiles. A 
sim ilar dual-purpose GM factory is slated for Arling­ 
ton, Tex. 
Wilson explained his plan a t a m eeting of the 
A m erican O rdnance Association a t C incinnati on O cto­ 
ber 4, 1951. The country had not had, he said, "an 
adequate or practical industrial m obilization plan since 
the end of active w ar in 1945.” The n atu re of the 
cu rren t em ergency, in th e autom obile m aker’s view, 
requires “the m axim um flexibility in our economy and 
industry so th a t we can devote a changing proportion 
of th e nation's effort to peace, preparation for war, 
pr even all-3ut war, as conditions m ay dictate." 
W ilson’s position is paralleled by m uch of the 
thinking of th e present secretary cif Defense, Robert 
A. Lovett. 
Addressing 
the annual dinner of 
the 
N ational In stitu te of Social Sciences in New York on 
November 19, Lovett advocated an “acceptable cruising 
speed" in the defense effort instead of "costly ups and 
downs" in response to Soviet acts and propaganda. 
"We m u st proceed calm ly and confidently to 
develop and m ain tain the necessary forces without 
regard to the particular propaganda line taken by the 
Soviet Union for tactical purposes a t th a t p articular 
m om ent,” Lovett said. “It is clearly a m istake to have 
only two speeds in our natio n al defense m achinery— 
eith er wide open or tig h t sh u t.” 
D ual-purpose plants, according to Wilson, will 
provide for “the im m ediate em ploym ent of industrial 
labor w ith experienced supervision and m anagem ent 
In its norm al location an d in a type of m ilitary produc­ 
tion m ost closely associated w ith peacetim e produc­ 
tion." According to Com m erce D epartm ent reports, 
62,228,000 people were em ployed in the U nited S tates 
a t the end of November. Of th is labor force 16,400,000 
—or m ore th a n 26 per cent—were employed in factories. 
Moving even one per cen t of the labor force from 
one area to another would be prohibitive in cost and 
illogical, according to K. T. Keller, chairm an of th e 
C hrysler C orporation and head of th e nation's guided 
missiles program . 
Keller advocates building needed 
defense p lan ts near existing labor com m unities, 


Bill O I Rights Birthday 


The first ten am endm ents to the C onstitution, th e 
Bill of R ig h t1, are to be honored on M onday w hen they 
become 161 years old. They were m ade p a rt of th e 
C onstitution on Decem ber 15, 1791, two years and th ree 
m onths a fte r Congress subm itted them to the states 
for ratification. 
They are to be considered an integral p art of th e 
C onstitution because th a t docum ent would probably 
have failed of acceptance if the im m ediate addition 
of a Bill of R ights h a d n ’t been prom ised. Two o th er 
am endm ents were proposed along w ith those IO but 
fell by the wayside in the sta te legislatures—one on 
th e ratio of representatives to population and ano th er 
on changes in their salaries. 
The Bill of Rights goes all the way back to M agna 
C arta in 1215. A lthough th is prim arily protected the 
barons from the king, it also gave certain guaranties 
to the com m on people—such as freedom from being 
m olested except by th e law of the land (which becam e 
"due process of law "!, th e seeds of a Jury system , lim its 
on seizure of land for debts, im partial Justice in 
Unbribed courts. 
F u rth er freedom of the individual from royal 
oppression was proclaim ed in P arliam ent's P etition of 
R ights in 1628. The right of habeas corpus was estab ­ 
lished by 1679, and in 1689 cam e the Bill of R ights by 
th a t nam e in England. 
Freedom of the press was not specifically included, 
but cam e in 1695 when P arliam ent refused to prolong 
th e licensing acts by w hich the governm ent controlled 
publications. The rig h t of assem bly becam e e sta b ­ 
lished because not prohibited by the com m on law 
Some individual rights had been guaranteed in the 
original C onstitution—habeas corpus, jury trial, ban 
on ex post facto laws, no religious qualifications for 
office, e t c —but those were not considered sufficient. 


Plugging One Gap 


The law passed by Congress w hich gave the fed ­ 
eral governm ent com plete control over the broad­ 
casting activities of the n atio n ’s radio netw orks in an 
em ergency has always been a source of worry. This is 
because suppression of freedom of inform ation is in ­ 
volved. 
It now appears th a t a w orkable plan of sorts has 
been worked out by the Federal Com m unications Com ­ 
m ission, the m ilitary and the radio industry. Radio 
broadcasting signals are an excellent aid to air n av i­ 
gation. T he navigator 
of 
an 
enem y 
bomber, 
for 
exam ple, can pick up th e signal of a standard broad­ 
casting tra n sm itte r and, by using his radio com pass, 
can fly down the beam to its source. Thus, radio sig­ 
nals put signposts aloft to the aid and comfort of an 
enem y 
B ut a howl of protest would be raised by th e public 
if all radio stations were sh u t down. Under the plan 
now announced all stations can sw itch to several pre­ 
determ ined frequencies, 
thus 
offering 
the 
enem y 
nothing more th an a confused p attern of signals. Sig­ 
nals can also be pulsed or synchronized to further mess 
up an enem y plane or missile trying to fly in on a 
beam . At th e sam e tim e the statio n s can be pouring 
o u t a co n stan t stream of vital information to civilian 
listeners. 
The FCC adm its the plan isn’t com pletely fool­ 
proof. Television tran sm itters, FM stations, and am a­ 
te u r .stations will be compelled to sh u t down. P rev en t­ 
ing foreign agents from taking over a tran sm itte r and 
using the signal as a guiding beam will call for other 
corrective m easures. 
B ut th ere is little doubt th a t this planning will 
plug a t least one wide open gap in the n atio n ’s air de­ 
fense m easures.

Locate Bleeding 
In Anemia 


There are many forms of anemia 
and some respond to iron, whereas 
others call for liver, folic acid, or 
vitamin B12. 
These products ara 
so readily available they usually 
are started long before an attem pt 
is made to detect the cause of the 
blood disorder. This is unfortunate 
because it may spell the difference 
between cure and taking medicine 
or "shots” for years to come. 
Dr. Hugh Jeter of Oklahoma City 
had been treating an elderly, ane­ 
mic woman for some time and 
one day she telephoned to apologize 
for her inability to keep an ap­ 
pointment because she was having 
“one of those nosebleeds.’’ 
This 
statem ent aroused the curiosity of 
the physician and when the woman 
came in the next time he question­ 
ed her on the frequency of the 
nosebleeds. She told him they had 
been a daily occurrence for several 
years. 


On examining her medical record 
the physician found that the patient 
had been asked about hem orrhages 
anywhere in her body and she had 
replied in the negative. When con­ 
fronted with the conflicting state­ 
ments she said it never occurred 
to her that a nosebleed was a 
hemorrhage. 
The bleeding spot 
was located and cauterized and 
her anemia disappeared. 
If the 
cause of her anemia had not been 
found and eliminated, treatm ent 
might have been about as effective 
as trying to fill a bucket with 
water before plugging the hole in 
the bottom. 
A bleeding ‘hemorrhoid finally 
solved a mysterious anem ia in an 
acquaintance of mine. 
She had 
been taking iron tablets and liver 
injections for several years but 
had been too em barrassed to dis­ 
cuss her rectal symptom. 
When 
we finally convinced her that the 
two conditions might be related 
she consented to have the hem or­ 
rhoid removed and the procedure 
not only relieved an annoyance but 
cured her anemia. 


Most of the iron contained in 
the hemoglobin of the blood comes 
originally from the food we cat. 
In this respect, a faulty diet may 
be responsible, especially among 
those who do not consume foods 
rich in iron, such as meat. 
The 
ideal candidate is the petite young 
lady who is more concerned with 
her figure and social position than 
with her health. 
A cup of coffee 
for breakfast and a dainty sand­ 
wich and a coke at noon usually is 
• ll she will take until the evening 
meal. 
No wonder she looks pale, 
feels under par, and becomes ad­ 
dicted to an iron tonic to make 
her feel better. 
Dr. Jetter also cited the example 
of a middle-aged Texas rancher 
whose anemia had been treated 
for five years with liver extract. 
The man was tired of ‘‘shots” and 
wanted his physical status review­ 
ed. 
When questioned about intes­ 
tinal parasites, he stated that he 
had seen segments of a tapeworm 
at intervals but had not realized 
the connection between worms and 
anemia. When the association of 
these two conditions was under­ 
stood‘and the pest eradicated, his 
blood count improved and injec­ 
tions were no longer required. 


DIFFERENT SETUP 
R. F. writes: Why is it that a 
person can live a normal life after 
the gall bladder is removed and 
yet the child who was born without 
a gall bladder is expected to die? 


REPLY 
I'm not familiar with the case 
you have in mind but there is no 
reason why the child should die 
if the only abnormality is a missing 
gall bladder. 
It is possible, how­ 
ever. that this youngster lacks 
other vital structures such as the 
tube icommon duct* through which 
bile passes from the liver to the 
intestine. 


THYROID TALE 
Mrs. E. writes: A woman tells 
me she bas a long thyroid gland 
that extends down to her intestine 
and twists around it. Do thyroids 
come this long or is this a tail 
tale? 


REPLY 
This is a long tale. Don’t believe 
a word of it. Occasionally the thy­ 
roid extends behind the breatbone 
but seldom more thnn two or three 
inches. This condition is known as 
‘‘inward goiter” and may produce 
disturbances 
in 
breathing 
and 
swallowing because of pressure on 
the windpipe or esophagus. 


EXCITABLE CHILD 
Mrs. II. writes: When our 10- 
year-old boy sees something excit­ 
ing like the mule running away 
with my other son riding him, the 
younger child starts crying and 
complains that his heart hurts. 
Could this be heart trouble or 
nervousness? 


REPLY 
This is probably an emotional 
reaction but to make certain have 
your physician examine the child.

Hungary's Communist Minister To Washington Encourages Americans To 


Oppose U. S.; Makes Cash Contribution At Rally In New York 


WASHINGTON—The Hungarian 
Communist m inister to Washing­ 
ton. Dr. Emil Weil, attended a 
meeting 
at the Barbizon Plaza 
Hotel in New York on Nov. 9 which 
should constitute ample evidence 
that he is meddling in American 
politics. 
Furtherm ore 
he 
w a s 
obviously 
encouraging 
American 
Communists and Hungarian-Amer- 
leans to oppose the United States. 
It is contrary to diplomatic rules 
for a foreign envoy to meddle in 
the politics of any country, and a 
diplomat who does so is subject 
to recall. 
One such historic pre­ 
cedent was the case of Sir Lionel 
Sackville-Wcst of the British em ­ 
bassy who was immediately sent 
back to london when he wrote a 
private letter advising an alleged 
British citizen in the United States 
to vote for Grover Geveland in the 
Harrison - G eveland 
election 
of 
1888 
Dr. Well. a practicing physician 
who adm inistered the drug during 
the trial of Cardinal Mindszenty in 
Budapest 
has been stationed in 
Washington for more than two 
years. However, the State Depart­ 
ment so far has found no excuse 
under the rules of diplomacy for 
requesting his recall, 
On Nov. 9, however, the minister 
got official permission to go from 
Washington to New York, where 
he turned up at the Barbizon Plaza 


Hotel Theater for a celebration in 
honor of Hungary’s national hero, 
Kossuth. 
Main speaker was Carl Marzani, 
the young Italian-American who 
worked in the OSS and State De­ 
partm ent during the war and was 
convicted afterward of failing to 
reveal he was a Communist. 
Harangue at Uncle Sam 
M arzani’s speech consisted of an 
attack 
on 
Eisenhower. 
Truman. 
Stevenson and the American policy 
of building up Europe’s military 
defenses. 
‘‘Eisenhower is like all the rest 
of 
the 
capitalistic 
imperialistic 
warm ongers.” Marzani told his en­ 
thusiastic audience, with Minister 
Weil sitting in a forward row, 
‘‘like the boys in the Pentagon, 
like General Omar Bradley who 
says that war has to be earned to 
Moscow in order to stop the shoot­ 
ing, 
"Well, let me tell you friends, 
Bradley will be in Moscow if he 
starts an all-out war. But he will 
be there as a prisoner—Uke Von 
Paulus. 
“There is no difference between 
Eisenhower and Stevenson." Mar- 
zani continued. “They are all rep­ 
resentatives of the imperialistic 
warmongers. There are only two 
countries in the world which are 
really seeking peace: Soviet Rus­ 
sia and China. . . • 
Inside Washington 


WASHINGTON — Although he is 
titular head of the 
Democratic 
party, you can expect Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson to take somewhat of a 
back seat in party leadership af­ 
fairs for the next four years. 
Stevenson intends to return to 
Chicago to practice law when his 
term as governor of Illinois ends 
next January, His absence from 
public office will keep him out of 
the forefront of Democratic activi­ 
ties and will deprive him of a 
sounding 
board 
for 
airing 
his 
views. 
Stevenson himself has told inti­ 
mates that he does not feel per­ 
sonally equipped for the job of re­ 
organizing the party—also, power­ 
ful forces on Capitol Hill have 
made it clear that Democratic 
senators—led by Georgia's Richard 
Russell—will be the party’s official 
voice. 
So, despite Stevenson’s recent 
conference with President Truman, 
you can expect the governor to do 
little more than discuss political 
affairs with members of the Demo­ 
cratic National Committee for the 
next four years. That will just 
about be the sum total of his posi­ 
tion as “ head” of the party. 


Air Force Morale 


One of the m ajor problems that 
will confront Charles E. Wilson, 
the secretary of Defense-designate 
in the Eisenhower cabinet, is the 
sinking morale among Air Force 
pilots and trainees. Some Air Ford# 
pilot-training goals have not been 
met because of the recent rash of 
plane 
accidents 
involving 
jet 
fighters, huge multi-jet bombers 
and 
large 
cargo-troop 
carrying 
craft. 
As a result, many trainees have 
refused to go beyond basic lessons 
in propeller-driven aircraft. How­ 
ever, there have been no recent 
“sit-down 
strikes” 
as 
occurred 
early this year by pilots at some 
southern bases. However, many 
students have dropped out of the 
Air Force ROTC program recently 
and entered the Army ROTC in­ 
stead. 
High Air Force officers are doing 
their best to combat this morale 
problem by unofficial lectures and 
demonstrations put on by jet aces 
returned from Korea and by per­ 
sonal talks to gbme young pilots. 


But there is a fear that more dras­ 
tic steps may have to be taken 


Quiet Voice 


Look for a drive among Repub­ 
licans in the next Congress to 
clamp down on the State Depart­ 
ment’s Voice of America opera­ 
tions or to eliminate it entirely. 
They have been trying to do just 
that for some tim e now, but the 
Democrats who were in control of 
Congress held them off. 
One new assault on the Voice 
has already been launched by GOP 
Rep. Timothy P. Sheehan of Illi­ 
nois, He is particularly angry be­ 
cause, he says, the Voice played 
down news of Russian responsi­ 
bility for the World War II Katyn 
forest m assacre of thousands of 
Polish leaders. 
Sheehan recently told a State 
Department official that not only 
should the Voice have played up 
this news, but should have done so 
even when it was based on "hear­ 
say”—reports from Nazi Propa­ 
ganda Chief Joseph Goebbels. 
Sheehan will have some support 
in his anti-Voice campaign from 
Rep. Daniel A. Reed, a New York 
Republican who will be chairman 
of the House Ways and Means 
Committee. Reed recently describ­ 
ed Voice employes as “an aggre­ 
gation 
of 
newspaper 
clippers, 
paste-pot drudges, has-beens and 
political hacks.” 


Big Scare 


Absurd as it may seem in this 
era 
of 
Kleig 
and 
neon 
lights, 
Americans of little more than IOO 
years ago were worried that their 
eyesight would be damaged by a 
newfangled invention known as tne 
lamp. 
The Smithsonian Institution re­ 
ports that the lamp which caused 
the fright cast a light about as 
strong as nine candles. People of 
the early 1800s were warned lo 
“ use a small screen between their 
eyes and such a powerful illuma- 
nation.” 
However, there were few persons 
who could afford the luxury of a 
lamp. The high cost of whale oil 
was to blame, and it w asn't until 
1854—when kerosene was patented 
—that the era of bright lights could 
begin.

Not only did Dr. Well sit all 
through this without leaving—as 
any other diplomat would have 
done—but at the end. the theater 
spotlight focused on him and other 
members of the legation 
staff. 
Whereupon, he got up, bowed sev­ 
eral times. 
Again the audience 
roared 
As the meeting broke up. Dr. 
Weil, wife and legation staff moved 
toward the exit. There he put a 
contribution in the box—to be used 
to undermine the American gov­ 
ernment and deliver the American 
people out of their slavery. 
A lenient interpretation of the 
rules of diplomacy might decree 
that Dr. Well had broken no rule 
up until the time he made his cash 
contribution. From that point on.

WASHINGTON - The 
mellow 
mood of President Truman after 
the election — the promise to be

Gen. MacArthur, after hav­ 
ing remained on active duty longer 
than any other high officer — he 
fought continuously through World 
War II and served as America’s 
top 
representative 
in 
occupied 
Japan, doing what everyone con­ 
cedes was a commendable job — 
suddenly learned by radio that he 
had been dismissed from all his 
posts. 


Record Is Clear 


Not an opportunity was given 
Gen. MacArthur to say farewell to 
his troops. No chance was afford­ 
ed the Far Eastern commander 
to come home for a personal con­ 
ference with the President of the 
United States before a removal 
order was issued. All the rules of 
courtesy in military life and all 
that might be term ed good man­ 
ners between a President of the 
United States and a man who had 
been a gallant soldier in two world 
wars 
were 
brushed 
aside. 
The 
ignominy of that occurrence cannot 
be erased by a new charge of bro­ 
ken etiquette because the deposed 
general, who was invited to ad­ 
dress Congress, didn t come hat 
in hand to cringe before the Presi­ 
dent while he was in Washington. 
If Mr. Trum an had desired to see 
the general, there would have been 
no question about obedience to such 
a request. 
But the record made by the joint 
hearings of the Senate Committee 
on Foreign Relations and the Sen­ 
ate Armed Services Committee is 
clear. 
It shows that Mr. Trum an 
never even advised the m em bers 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff that he 
intended 
summ arily 
to 
dismiss 
General MacArthur. The late Ad­ 
miral Sherman, 
chief of N atal 
Operations, told this correspondent 
that the first he knew of the deci­ 
sion was when he read it in the 
newspapers on 
the 
morning 
it 
was announced, though he had 
been in on some of the discussions 
before the decision was reached. 
When a President of the United 
States arbitrarily deposes a mili­ 
tary commander without obtaining 
a definite recommendation from 
his own Joint Chiefs of Staff and 
when he does so prim arily because 
of a political motivation, no case 
ran be made for lack of courtesy 
on the part of the victim of his 
‘ purge.’’ 
For the records show that no-

body in the Joint Chiefs and no­ 
body in the White House did a 
single thing about suggesting disci­ 
pline of MacArthur for his views on

or 
on

House 
Republican leader—a letter not in­ 
tended for publication—in which a 
question asked 
by 
the 
minority 
leader was answered. W’ithin five 
days the general was removed. 
The legal right of members of 
Congress to ask questions of com­ 
manders or enlisted men on active 
duty is unchallenged. Congress Is 
a co-ordinate branch of the gov­ 
ernment with the executive. When 
a member of Congress, occupying 
a post of leadership, asks for in­ 
formation that doesn’t involve the 
national security, as was the case 
in this instance, he has a right 
to be given the data he requests. 


All Facts Not Told 


Mr. 
Truman 
fired Gen. Mac­ 
Arthur and then sought to build 
up a case against the general. 
Administration witnesses came to 
bolster up the Trum an side of the 
eontrovcrsy, and it is a m atter of 
record that the 
Pentagon gave 
garbled and overcondensed m es­ 
sages to the committee which d d 
not tell all the facts about the 
Korean situation. 
For one thing, the fact that the 
administration tried to jockey Gen. 
MacArthur into a position of with­ 
drawing our troops from Korea in 
December 1950. so that the onus 
would be placed on him. has never 
been emphasized, though the file 
of messages, finally introduced in 
the record after prodding by Sen­ 
ator Knowland. shows it plainly, 
Mr. Truman says he traveled to 
Wake 
Island 
only 
to get "m is­ 
information,” and he accuses Gen. 
MacArthur of failing to be aware 
of the intention of the Communist 
Chinese to enter the war. It so 
happens that the general never has 
been in the confidence of Commu­ 
nists anywhere, though there are 
Alger Hisses and others who have 
been close to the State Depart­ 
ment who knew more about Com­ 
munist intentions than Gen. Mac­ 
Arthur. 
There 
were 
plenty 
of 
agencies of the government whose 
duty it was to learn enemy in­ 
tentions, and it seems a bit far­ 
fetched for Mr. Trum an to blame 
Gen. MacArthur for not knowing 
a decision arrived at in Moscow 
to let China enter the Korean War. 
History will not be rewritten bv 
Mr. Trum an's bitter charges. He 
is spending his last da>- in the 
White House in a way that he will 
ultimately regret. If ever there was 
a time for him to be tolerant, as 
he views the enormous vote against 
hem cast in the last election, it is 
in the trying weeks between now 
and the time the new President 
takes over and tries to clean up 
the messed-up situation left him 
by the preceding administration. 
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Congressional 
Investigation 


The 83rd Congress is likely to 
be an investigative body, seeking 
an explanation for events that oc­ 
curred perhaps long ago and about 
which little or nothing can be done 
any longer, but which can guide 
Congress 
rn 
the preparation of 
legislation to prevent .similar acts. 
For instance, the evasion of the 
Constitution by President Truman 
in the m atter of the Korean War, 
already investigated by the Russell 
Committee, requires further study. 
Under the charter of the United 
Nations, President Truman had the 
right to send Americans to Korea; 
the charter actually amend the 
Constitution. 
Senator 
Bricker 
is 
fighting out that issue with a pro­ 
posed am endment to the Consti­ 
tution that will also require in­ 
vestigation and analysis. 
I understand that Senator Homer 
Ferguson will have another look 
at what happened at Pearl Har­ 
bor on December 7. 1941. There 
has been one investigation of that 
event, but it left the whole m atter 
hanging in the air. The report of 
the investigators is so full of loop­ 
holes, of omissions and the whole 
report is so covered with white­ 
wash, that it may be said that no 
accurate statem ent of the Pearl 
Harbor 
incident 
hr-s ever 
been 
presented to the American people. 


The investigation would have 
to take into account not only 
the documentation available in 
the State Department and the 
Pentagon, but all the evidence 
that came out in the Tokyo 
trials 
and 
in 
the 
Konoye 
dairies. 


The most shocking attem pt at 
corrupting history was announced

Yet, the peace was delayed 
until the Russians c .m r in ; nd 
for one week of war, the Russians 
were placed in a position to con­ 
quer China and Korea, getting s.l^o, 
as an extra bonus, half of Sak­ 
halin and the whole of the K irile 
Islands.

North’s call of 4-No Trumps was 
in its natural sense. South there­ 
fore was glad to take the con« 
tract to small slam. East knew% 
from South’s having rebid the 
higher-ranking hearts, that the 
clubs were of only four cards in 
length. So he selected his fourth- 
best of that suit for his lead in­ 
stead of the diamonds for which 
North seemed to be ready. You 
can easily see that this caused 
defeat of the contract, making 
the club K a sure winner in ad­ 
dition to the spade A, which was 
certain to score. 
The post mortem involved the 
certainty of m a k i n g ‘slam in 
spades, if that declaration h a d 
been c h o s e n I n s t e a d of No 
Trumps. Whose fault was it that 
this was not the final contract ? 
Should South have bid 6-Spades 
over the 4-No Trumps to give 
North a choice between that and 
No Trumps?
